.‘Ire  the  Planets  inhabited  or  not  ? 

There  are  physical  truths  which  arc 
obvious  to  the  senses,  and  which  jwetry 
should  respect  in  its  boldest  flights. 
There  arp  other  truths  wliich,  not  being 
generally  admitted,  or  not  being  of  a na- 
ture to  iiecome  popular  ougin  not  to  ex- 
ercise any  inllucnce  over  the  aits  of  iiii- 
aginatjpn. 

When  M.  Chate.aubriant  wishes  to 
make  us  find  in  the  bosom  of  mountains 
those  pearls  which  the  in  trep.d  diver 
searches  at  the  bottom  of  the  sea,  he 
conies  in  collision  with  a generaily  re- 
ceived opinion,  and  deserves  that  the  cri- 
tic should  recal  to  his  recollection  the  cx- 
anqile  of  Virgil  and  Homer,  whose  muse 
adoriled  « ith  fables  and  peopled  w itli  won- 
deis  only  those  regions  which  were  un- 
known. But  when  the  same  writer  de- 
nies the  plurality  of  inhabited  worlds,  and 
sees  in  the  celestial  bodies  only  shining  sol- 
itudes, philosophy  and  astronomy  have  no 
reason  to  conquain  ; liiey  cannot  even  op- 
pose any  positive  fact  to  this  hyjiotlicsis. 
As  good  tilings  may  be  said  in  iavour  oi 
tlie  opinion  which  refuses  rational  inhab- 
itants to  the  otlieT  celestial  bodic-s,  as  can 
he  said  to  render  the  contrary  liypotlicsis 
plausible. 

Four  planets  only,  in  ail  tlic  system,  of- 
fer a certain  analogy  which  induces  us  to 
suspect  much  resemblance  between  their 
physical  consUtulioiis  : tiiese  arc  i.icrcu- 
ly,  \’enus,  the  Earth  luid  Mars.  It  is  tru. 
that  the  orbits  o!  the  Earth  and  Vi-husai  f 
nesrly  circular,  whilst  ti-.ose  of  Mars  an.; 
-dercury  are  very  elliptic ; but  tliis  uilfei  - 
ence,  as  it  nv.iy  proceed  from  taf  .r  fiesl 
impulse,  ought  not  to  inliin  r.ce  th,  idea 
w iiicli  we  form  of  these  bouits.  Tiiere 
arc  otlic^iiore  remarkable  aifFcrences. 
The  nioilRains  which  SchrcEtcr  observed 
in  MercuiT  and  X’enus  are  from  fi'.e  ;o 
c'.gfit  times  more  elevated  Uwii  those  of 
our  globe,  although  those  two  pianas 
have  less  bulk.  It  caiuiot  be  a'r.nv.tt. ; 
that  this  d.H’erence  owes  it.  or  gin.  to  „ 
less  compact  state  ol  the  muter  wiiicn 
constitutes  the  two  planets,  s nee,  ticcor- 
dirg  to  the  best  calculations,  the  density 
of  Mercury  is  double  that  of  l,..  earth. 

The  piaiict  Mars  casts  a r.  oti  sli  ligl.t 
which  seems  to  announce  liiat  it  is  sur- 
ixninded  by  a tntCK.  atnio,='pherc.  hki  thas 
n which  w,  live;  but  t:.e  spots  w.iich  ce- 
v(  r its  (iisk,  too  fixed  to  be  cit.ues,  to» 
varijbieto  be  seas  and  coi.t’hi  :it;i.  .i  aaiii 
to  beitete  that  tliisceiesdal  oody  yet  ex- 
periences tliose  great  IV.  liiU' ions  oi  vrhicfi 
our  earth  afi’ortis  sue’ t reatlfu  tract  s. 

Among  the  four  jnUiels  i<  nidi  we  lia-,  e 
named,  ours  only  is  acco..,pff.i’:etlb>  a s-,- 
tcilite.  Evtiy  one  iuiOWi  that  Uie  tlisK 
of  tlie  moon  prese  ts  fixed  ligiiis  cum 
s..ades  which  mark  the  iiiequajities  of  lu  r 
suiLcc.  Tlie  dark  spots  have  licen  long 
considered  as  s.  as  rke  lhas,  wii  ch  laye 
our  earth  ; but  the  most  rcccnf  discove- 
•ies  by  pointing  out  elevations  and  cavi- 
t cs  in  tne  ciicuit  even  of  these  sjxits. 
have  iiuiuced  astixinonicrs  to  beiievt 
them  only  gr  -at  co;  cavities  void  of  water. 
.'Vi'C  these  the  La.  oils  of  evaporated  s>  as  ’ 
.\re  ilicy  e ormous  volcanic  craters 
Thi.sis  wi.a.  no  one  wid  undertake  to  de- 
ckle ; but,  Jt  is  probable,  on  cither  sap- 
position,  that  tlic  moon  has  no  watry 
surf.'Jic.  It  is  almost  cTtain  that  she  h 
but  an  cxticnii  ly  rarified  rt  iitospheiv, 
scarcely  cl'stuiguishcd  'from  the  ether 
which  suirouids  her.  Shvu;ter,_  who, 
liy  a long  s.  r.es  of  observations,  has  de- 
monstrated the  existence  of  a lutiarat- 
iiiospiierc,  has  at  the  same  time  demon- 
S rated  its  absolute  difia  rence  from  that 
of  our  plami ; tlieix;  is  never  any  tiling 
seen  on  her  surface  resem'oling  the  agi- 
’:atioii  that  the  wind  occa--’ioii8  in  the 
cloitfis  which  surround  the  earth. 

Much  has  been  said,  for  thirty  or  forty 
years  past,  of  tlie  hole  in  the  lon,  observ- 
ed by  Don  Ulloa.  Astronomers  have  a- 
;reed  in  rejecting  the  opinion  of  this-plii- 
.osoplicr  as  ridiculous  and  cxtra’.'agant; 
they  have  explained,  by  a volcanic  erup- 
tion, the  luminous  point  which  the  .Span- 
ish-astroiiomcr  hail  perceived  on  the  disk 
of  the  moon  when  eci'psed.  llut  this  is 
p very  iorcedcxpianaticn.  Bcsiacs,  Li lioa 
isnotshigularin  supposing  he  had  disco- 
vered a hole  in  the  moon  : Ixeimann,  a 


lestiaj  bodies  have  iiihabitaiKs  or  not 
Ceres,  Pallas,  Juno  a’iri  Vesta  travel  in  or- 
bits nearly  equally  distant  fi'oin  the  sun, 
but  indifi'erent  no.des  and  with  a greater 
or  less  ccccnirichy ; so  that  they  cross 
each  otfier,  or,  to  use  the  language  of  as- 
tronomci-s,  form  knots.  The  plan  of  all 
their  orbits  cuts  that  of  tHt  orbit  of  the 
eartli  at  \cry  great  angles;  it  is  that, 
which  assimilates  these  siars  to  comets 
and  induces  Mr.  llcrscliel,  though  wrong- 
ly, to  refuse  them  the  name  of  planets. 
\V  hat  a sni'prisiiig  phenoineiioii  do  they 
disjilay  to  our  senses.  To  how  many 
new  reflections  may  it  give  rise  ! These 
four  litUc  bodies,  wliicli  seem  almost  to 
approach  near  enough  to  each  other  for 
their  inhabitants,  if  they  had  any,  to  com- 
municate together — are  - they  the  wreck 
or  remnant  of  a planet  which  has  shivered 
to  pieces  from  the  explosion  of  the  gaz 
wiiicli  its  bowels  contained  ? .Arc  they 
the  yet  disunited  elements  of  which  na- 
ture will  one  day  form  a planet  ? Or  are 
the;-  moon’s  satellites  which  has  lost  the 
cliief  or  centre  of  the  system  of  which 
tiiey  made  a part  ? 'W’hatcveT  opinion  is 
adopted,  the  eccentricity  of  their  circuits 
and  the  very  diiiiimuive  size  of  one  of 
tliosc  stars,  which  according  to  Herschel 
's  hut  seventy  Eiigiiah  miles  in  dianibter, 
sufficieiiliy  dciiioiistrate  tlial  no  plausible 
ai.aiogy  can  be  estaLlished  between  them 
and  our  earth. 

The  statciv  Jupiter,  acronipaiiicd  with 
his  four  satellites,  turns  ixmnd  his  axis 
witii  a rapidity  at  which  we  stand  afiia- 
zed : the  day  in  this  planet,  which  was  a 
bulk  four  hundred  and  seventy  nine  times 
greater  tj'.an  t.bat  of  the  earth,  is  but  five 
hours  ioiig,  and  every'  point  of  its  equator 
ill  a second  travels  over  a space  of  six 
rnousand  five  hundred  and  fifty  toiscs. 
T.'ie  density  of  this  planet  is  iiotn;iig  in 
proportion  to  its  bull; ; it  is  to  that  of  the 
eartli  as  23  to  lOo  ; and  we  aiv  tempted 
to  regard  Jupiter  as  a hollow  bad.  It  is 
knowi  that  its  liatness  towards  the 
jjolcs  is  very  cons’.i'er.'.ble  : ami  we  may 
add  that  tlw.  luminous  'oands  wliich  sur- 
round its  giObe  not  only  move  like  the 
’•:.u,s  cf  .^a.ur  ,buttiiey  seem  to  bend, al-
